Halifax, Jan. 3.— AH the homage that 
cin be bestowed having been paid to the 
mortal remains of Canada's late Premier, 

tho body was to-day committed to its tomb. 
Tho Borvloes at St. Mary's cathedral were 
tho most solemnly lmpro8;.ivo ever eoeii or 
heard ^ In Canada, and wore a li .ting tor- 
mination'bf the obaequies lield in Great Itrit- 
ain by direi>|ipn of the Qaeeii and the Im- 
perial ifwSrndient. The waitlier hero to- 
day wail beautifully, flue bright sunBhino and 
good sleighing, and from a vary early hour 
the principal thorouglifares of the city wore 
throiij;ed with people dofciroua of obtaining 
I view 1,1 the proceseion. iMnny people 
ivoro ninmorial biclgou and nearly all wore 
iittlred in black. Tho public and private 
l)uildinf;e were heavily draped in black ond 
m nearly all tho tradesmon'd ^rindows were 
pioturesof tho lute Piomlor. Thousands of 
I traiagers from all parte of Canada were 
(.resent. Among the visitors were many 
uiembora of parliament, eonKtors, judges 
and other high cflijiale. 

Eirly this morning the body was oonvey- 
ecl privately from the cjudcII chamber, 
whore it had been lying in slate, to St, 
Mary's cathedral and plaoad in front of the 
altar, uudsf the direction of Rev. Dr. Mur- 
phy. Aooompanying the casket were tho 
wreaths presented by tho Qui>en and her 
representative in Canada. St. Mary's cathe- 
dral was oomplotoly draped iu a funeral 
hue. Lord Aberdeen, Guuora! Montgomery 
Moore and Lieut.-Govornora Ualy, Dewdnoy 
and Cbapleau occupied ocuta in tho chancel. 
Lady Thompson ocoupied u poeition near 
the catafalque specially provided for her, 
The chief mourners included Lidy Thomp- 
son, her two aonB and two daughters, J. 
Pugh, Lady Thompson'a uncle, hia daughter, 
Joseph Chieholm, Mrs. Joseph Chiuholm, 
sister to Lady Thompson, and Slater Lena of 
Sisters of Charity, who is also Lidy Thomp- 
son's sister. 

In tlio pow to the right wero Lord and 
L\dy Aberdeen, Lioutenant-Governqr Klrk- 
patriok of Ontario, Sir Frank Smith, 
Hon. (i. E. Fostar, Sir Charles Hib- 
bert Tupper, Hon. T. M. Daly and 
other cabinet ministers. The magnificent 
white marble altar had a cross of gold, fes- 
tooned with inoandenoent lights. Two pyra- 
mids: of floral offerings from all parts of tho 
world mtide a picture in the sombre draped 
cathedral long to be rsmembered. 

Archbishop O'Brien preached an impres- 
sive and eloquent sermon from the text : 
" Having then conversed with yon from my 
youth until this day, 'behoid here I am. 
SmaIc of me before the Lord an4 before His 
anotetfd whether I have talien any man's ox 
or ass, if I have wronged any man, if I have 
oppressed any man, if I have taken a bribe 
at any man's hand, and I will despise it this 
day and I will restore it {to you, and they 
■aid ' tbott has not wronged at nor oppressed 
us, nor taken aught at any man's hand.' " — 
Samuel, chapter xli, v. 'J 

The Archbishop referred in eloquent 
terms to the great loss Canada had sustained 
in tho death of Sir John Thompson. In 
him, as in Samuol of old, tho people recog- 
nized the integrity of life and the consoi- 
ontious fulfilment of onerous duties. Vast 
interests were in his keeping, but though 
many subtle influences wero at work to render 
him untrue to the commonweal, ho remained 
true to his trust. No duty was noglocted, 
no obligation to tho public shiiked. His char- 
acter, his graces, hp id, were an unbound- 
ed success, and Ironr a modest position of 
humble style he rose rapidly from one height 
to aqotbsr of pnblio importanos, until he 
finally reached the highest ciBdS in the gift 
of the nation. His Oroes reviewed at length 
the dead Premiei's life as a lawyer, poli- 
tician, judge and seatesman, and said that 
his splendid intelleotual gifts bad enabled 
him to take the foremost position in every- 
thing that he undertook. A life such ua 
that of the late Premier, ho deoUred. was 
not indeed to bo written iu a family regiaior, 
tobeperusedonlybyintimate frienda. It waa 
to adorn tho nnnals of the nation and to be 
an exarnplonnd inatructiou to future gener- 
ations. All through tho history of the piat 
we lind that the Creator spoke of his croa- 
turea not by revelation only, butaloo by the 
living example of thnao iu whom the general 
principles of many virtues, which might be 
gathered from various aources, had boon 
harniocioualy blended. The couaecrated 
action of their lives was calculated to oxer- 
ciBc a greater Intiuonco over the couriuct of 
many than their abstract principles, how- 
over explicitly inouloated. 

The impresKivo riquiem mass of the Ro- 
man Catholic oburob was then oelebrated by 
Hia hop Cameron, of Antigooish,- a lifelong 
friend of the deceased statetman, assisted 
by fifty priests of the dioceses and B ahopa 
McDonald, of Alexandria, Ontario ; Mc- 
Donald, of Cbai'Iottetown, P E I ; Swoony, 
of St. John, N.C ; Howley, of Newfound- 
land, and Bishop liluia and Vioir General 
Langlois, of Rimouaki, (^ao. , Archbishops 
Begin of C,;uobeo, Diihamel of Ottawa and 
O'Brien ot Halifax. The niuflic was sup- 
plied by a picked choir of one hundred 
voices, A quartette sung tho hymn : 
" Now the laborer's task is o'er. ' While 
tho requiem mass was being sung tho fun- 
oral prooeasion was formed in tho vicinity 
of the chapel. 

Tho mass was concluded at 12 o'clock 
sharp and tho oofiin was borne from tho 
ohuroh and placed on a handaomo funeral 
oarriage specially built for the occasion, to 
whiob wero attached six black horses cov- 
ered with heavy palls with the initial letter 
" T " on etch side. The procession began 
its marob to the cemetery. (The horses 
drawing the funeral earriage ware led by the 
undertaker's aasistaota. iChe two sons of 
the deceased atatesmen were the chief 
mourners, and afcar them walked the im- 
modlate relatives, two deep, then oame Lord 
Aberdeen alone, followed oy his ifeaff and 
the Lieuti.-Governors of Nova Sootia, On- 
tario, British Columbia and Prince Edward 
Island, Immediately preceding tho funeral 
car marched tho clergy of the Catholic 
ohuroh, including the archbishops, bishops 
and priosta who asslstod at tho maes. 
Superintendent Sherwood, of tho Dominion 
police, mounted, with a number of asslatanta 
from tho militia, directed tho funeral moat 
efEoiently, there not being a single bitch 



along the entire route. Tho streets 
through which the procession passed 
were guarded by soldiers from the 
King's regiment »nd the Sixty-slxth and 
Sixty-third bi^ttaliona, who kept the im- 
mense throng in perfect 3rder. (Tne striking 
robes of the priests, the sombre garments of 
the mourners and citizsns, with the brighli 
uniforms of soldiers and marines, the blue 
jackets of the sallora of the warship Blen- 
heim, the Indian cliiafa, tha iwlatlal fonarai 
car and the beantifnl float* of floral offar- 
Inga helped make a picture for the 
eye that far rarpassedx anything of 
the kind ever witnetsedXIn Halifax. 

Tha funeral oirtiaga, apaoialy bnlitliy the 
department of works and mines, Halifax, 
was fourteen feet long, aaven feet wide and 
seventeen feet high, and was oovared with 
blapk Bilk draped with black velvet and 
trimmed with aiivar fringe. tFIie upper 
roof had A sliver cross and crown with 
tweqty-four plnmes. 

A tremendona crowd assembled in the 
Holy Croaa cemetery, whore the Kings regi- 
ment was the gnard of honor. Soldiers with 
fixed bayonets lined tho fence all around 
the cemetery and a special guard of picked 
men stood sentry at tho vault. The vault 
was only fifteen nr twenty yards from the 
gate, and tho funeral procession virtually 
stopped nt tho gate, each society counter- 
marching into place b.-hiod tho corpse. 
At the grave Archbishop O'Brien conducted 
tho funeral acrvioo, and tho cof'ia wag low- 
ered into the vault. A firing party from the 
GSth battalion fired tho uaual three volleys 
over the grave, a id the band played a bar 
of a funeral hymn between each volley. 
After the granili: slabs over tho vault had 
been plicod in position tho florol oirorings 
wero arranged on the grave and a guard 
with fixed bayonets was placed at tho tomb. 

Tho day of tho funorol of the late Sir John 
Thompaon was obsorvod In V^ictoria by a 
solemn pontifiualreqiiiemniasautSt. Audrew's 
Roman Cathoiio cathedral. Tho chancel 
wolla wers draped in black, the sombre 
trimminga rising far abovp tho high altar. 
Hero and there the sombreneaa was broken 
by wreaths of white immortelles, while 
upon tho altar ahouo the light of many 
tapera. Above were bunches of beautiful 
lilies. A catafalque upon Which were lights 
£.nd a masi:ive gilt oroaa, stood in front of 
the ohancol raile ; on either side of it were 
three tall wax tapera. The e£feot produced 
was impressive and everything had the ap- 
pearance of a faneral ceremony. Biahop 
Lemmena performed the maae, assisted by 
Rev. Fathers Nioolayo, Van Novel, La- 
terme, MIobaud and Van Goethen. As the 
clergy entered in tholr vestments of black 
aud silver the organ pealed out tlie " Dead 
March in Siul." Tho Bishop then aasamed 
tho robes for pontifical masa and tho service 
for tho dead proceeded. There wero but 
few people at tho ohuroh owing to tho hesvy 
snow storm. Among those present were 
Hon. Thooaore Davie and tho other mem- 
bers of tho cabinet, Lieut. -Col. Rawstorne, 
R M.A., Lieut. -Col Prior, M P., Mr. R. P. 
Rithot, M. P.P., Mr. P. Macrae, police 
magistrate. 

The public ofEoes were all closed and 
above them their fligs floated at half-mast.

To TiiK Editou : — Your correspondent 
" Trail Creeker," in his letter published in 
yonr iaano of tbe 8th inat., corrootly repro- 
aenta the facte ag to the propoaed construc- 
tion of the railroad and aa to the wealth of 
the Trail Creek oamp, but his deductions as 
to tbe effect of its operation are wholly 
false. 

British Columbia should certainly never 
be a party to building up Amerloaa towns 
ut the expense of tbe interests of the pro- 
vince ; charter promoters and American 
townaite boomers ahonld never be permitted 
to draw away our trade if there are any 
means of preventing it. 

Unfortunately we have no means of pre- 
venting it; the ore from the Trail Creek 
camp already finds its way to Norlhport, 
Waih,, via Trail landing and the Columbia 
river steamers, and this route ia 
entirely ini,:ip»bIo of handling the 
present output, let alone tho hun- 
droda of tons daily to which your 
correspondent refers. And as our ore goes 
out to Northport, and has to go to North- 
port, tho Red Mountain railroad with its 
ohoap freight rate and short route will bo 
an Inestimable boon to tho mine owners and 
to the district and province. 

There is no patriotism in resisting pro- 
gress and improved meana of transport, and 
any protenue of patriotism in snob a oaae 
can merely aerve aome narrow local pre- 
judice. 

How could such a railroad possibly be 
anything but an adYantugo ? \Vhat txiat- 
ing interest in BrltiBh Columbia oouid bo 
injuriously uflooted ? And how could its 
oonstruclion prevent tho e.itablishment at 
Trail Creek of smcltors which your oorrea- 
pondont protends could only be built if the 
railroad did not exist V 

There lies tho point ; we have no smelter 
horo ; wf; have no railroad here ; the C.P.R 
have not not yet arrived here ; the ore must 
go out ; business cannot bo delayed ; Am- 
erican energy and ontorpriso reach out for 
it ; Canadian people don't want it, or can- 
not handle it ; it mustjgo to tho first bidder 
and well thoy deserve k. 

Your correspondent aaka why should 
Amerioana be allowed to wax fat and 
wealthy out of tho mineral ledges within 
our borders ? The answer is, that our laws 
so pormit ; all or any are allowed to become 
rich in that way if thoy knew how to 
manage it. Instead of drawing away our 
trade the builders of this railroad will build 
up our trade, will oauso our towns to qrow 
and by providing (juiok and cheap trunait 
will ottraot ca|)ital to Trail Creek. 

It is odd indei'd at this end of tho 19'h 
century to havu to defend a propoaod rail- 
road from thu antic|U'»ted and UBpraotioal 
notions which prevailed fifty years ago ! 
I regret as keenly as anyone that the pro- 
ject ia not a Canadian one, but it is ac- 
oeptablo and valuable from whatever eouroo. 
It should be romombored that the charter 
has boon granted and is in full oporation, 
and that if parliament dooa not see fit to 
extend tho time for ita oommoDCemenb, steps 
will be taken to go on with tbe work in due 
course before tbe 12cb of April next, and 
therefore your oorrespondent's snggestion 
that the railroad should not be allowed to 
proceed is oitogether beside tbe question.

A DESERVED TRIBUTE. 



Tbe honors paid to the memory of Sir 

Johu Thompson weVe well deserved. There 
was nothing ioconaistont or insincere in 
consigniog bis remains to the earth with 
every tribute of honor and every mark of 
respect. He was a good man. He did his 
dnty to the people of Canada taithfally and 
with the utmost of hie ability. He was a 
man for whom no allowances are required 
and for whom hie friends, his admirere and 
his party have no apologies to make. Ho, 
as a public man, was without fear and with- 
out reproach, and his private life was with- 
ont the trace of a stain. He was a man 
-whom Canadians nf every race, every class, 
every creed and every party ought to 
honor. He haa left to his country and to 
his family an unsullied reputation and a re- 
cord of high and important duties well per- 
formed. It wai fitting and proper that Cana- 
dians should avail themselves of the oppor- 
tanity that the burial of snob a man afforded 
them, publicly and in an impressive manner, 
not only to ciprcsa their grief that he has 
been talten from them, but to show their esti- 
mate of his worth. Thia was evidently tho 
opinion of the Government of Groat Britain 
when they had bis remains conveyed across 
the Atlantic In such a way as to show that 
they held him in high esteem, and this we are 
anro is tho belief of the people of Canada. 

It is D:iid by some that in theao days charac- 
ter fiocB for very little. But tho manner in 
whioh the news ol the late Premier's sudden 
death was received in Ctknada and tho way 
in wbioh be has baen spoken of by men of 
every religious belief and overy shade of 
political opinion, shows that thia is nob the 
case. Sir John TlionipaoD'a capabilities as 
a public man wore of a aolid rather thau a 
showy nature. Ho was one of the moat 
modest and the least ostentations of men. 
He said nothing and did nothing for mere 
«ffeot. There was not anything about him In 
tho slightest degree meretrioious. Tho 
high reputation ho enjoyed ho earned 
fairly. His ohuraoter aa a private citizen 
was built up in tho same way, quietly and 
withont any show, by tbe conBoleationa per- 
formanoe of bis various datiei. Yet we 
find that this onassuming, nnpretentious 
man was well known and highly esteemed 
in overy part of tho Dominion. Hia light 
ahono before men though he did not boar it 
aloft. Ho was esteemed even by his 
opponcLts becauBO ho was a good man— bo- 
oanse be was never known to say an im- 
proper word or to do an unseemly act. The 
Premier's chair is not a throne, yet a Serce 
light boats upon it. Ho la watched by a 
thousond eyes, and almost everything that 
ho sayB and does, if not commented upon 
publicly, bocomoB tho theme of gossip which 
has a very wide circulation. Yot even tho 
gossips have had nothing to say reproach- 
fully of Sir John Thompson. 

PRAOTIOAL OHRISTIANITY. 

General Booth's address in the Victoria 
Theatre on Wednesday evening evidently 
improesed bia audienoo most favorably. It 
could hardly fail of prodnoing tho oirect 
whioh the friends of the Salvation Army 
desbtd. The General showed that he is 
not) only a big-hearted and sympathetic 
man, but that ho U the most roaaonablo and 
the most jndloious of philantlirupials. Ho 
would relieve tbe distressed with a ready 
hand, bnti he would relief e them In snoh a 



way as, if they are reolalmable, to make 
them etioDg andMU'reliMit. 
The gtUt fanit iib be found with oharlty 

as it is generally dispensed, either by gov- 
ernment or by individoiils, is that it is cal- 
oulated to pauperize its recipients. The 
persons relieved, getting what they want 
without earning it, lose whatever self-respect 
and self >rellanoe they possessed, and after a 
while they come to believe that they have 
a right to all they reocive — that the com" 
munity owop them a living. In this way a 
ueeloas pauper class is creatod whioh is a 
perennial burden on the oonntry. The first 
principle of General Booth's system is that 
thoaa whom be relieves shall in some way pay 
for what thoy get. This principle is at tho 
bottom of all tho General's philanthropic 
schemes, ond he has shown great ingenuity 
as well aa a moa:; enlightened benevolence in 
reducing it to praotice. It is not hard to 
■ee that in a country where snob a Bobome 
of relief is carried out pauperism would in 
time completely disappear. 

Another feature of General Booth's 
lyateni which we are pleased to find is gen- 
erally admired is that be makes no distinc- 
tion of desert in thoso whom his army re- 
lieves. The only claim which thoy are 
taught to recognize is need. When 
tbe Salvation soldier sees anyone 
in diatreea, ho dues not stop to inquire 
whether he hy hia vices or hia follies brought 
himself to that pass, or whether tie wan re- 
duced to want by otronmstaoces over which 
ho had no control. The first thing ho is to 
do Is to pull the unfortunate out i f the pit 
into whioh bs has fallen ; inquiry and spir- 
itual ministrations como later on. When 
tho bodily wants of tho deatituto are at- 
tended to their epirituil needs aro looked 
after. No one Is too bad to be helped, and 
the deeper a fellow-oreature is sunk in tho 
slo ugh of wre tohedness and vice the grea te r t h o 
need to come to his rescue. This is a 
feature of theSalvutlon Army's plan that can- 
n<it bo autliolently coinineuded. Itiaoncnurag- 
ing to see that thia truly Christian way of 
dealing with the wretched and the fallen has 
boon wonderfully successful. Many who 
have been oonsideriid completely lost have 
been reclaimed through tbe instrumentality 
of tho Salvation Army. 

It Is to be hoped that the Gcneral'a elo- 
quent and most pathetic plea for the women 
who have gone astray, whether from weak- 
ness or wickedness, was not lost upon the 
audience. The way of the transgressor 
among women is exceedingly hard, and pro- 
perly so ; but lb Is cruel and nnohristian to 
cioao to her tho path to usefulness and rec- 
titude. This was In efTeot what the General 
said, and he gave InstaLcea of repent- 
ant Magdalenes who gladly embraced 
the opportunity c f leading better iivei when 
it was held out to them, and who have not 
only reformed but aro spending what re- 
maind of their lives in helping to raise the 
fallen. This is not romance, but the plain, 
unvarnished truth. Tho Christiunity of 
General Booth Is what Christianity was 
plainly intended to be, eminently practical. 
Ho is a man who has done much good in his 
day and generation — good which we believe 
will live long after he has joined the great 
majority. 



tained. I(i aeeina entirely probable that, 
through the influence of the aatl-tozlne on 
the prevention and cure of diphtheria, the 
disease may eventually be brought oomplet«- 
ly under control. 

This is good news for all who have had any 
evperienoe of that dreadful and deadly dis- 
ease, which 10 frequently defies the skill of 
physicians and the power of medicine. 
Before anti-toxine was invented all that the 
moat tkilful physician and tfao relatives and 
friends of the patioot could do in a very 
largo proportion of diphtheria oases was 
helplessly to watch the progress of tho 
disease, knowing that in spite of all they 
could do overy hour was bringing It nearer 
to a fatal termination, In those oases the 
saying that " While there Is life there is 
hope " cirriod with it no consolation to tho 
griif Blricken waiohi-ra who hid any experi- 
ence of tho disoaBO. They knew long before 
tho end came that there was no hope. But 
there ia now every reason to believe that 
an end to this hopelessness in oases 
of diphtheria bas come, and that when once 
the nature of tho disease is known and the 
remedy applied tbe probabilities of recovery 
are very greatly increased. 

Unfortunately the supply of antl-tcxlne is, 
so far, not equal to tbe demand. We see 
that only three months ago tbe supply even 
in Berlin was exhausted. The time, it ap 
pears to ui, has now oome when every Gov 
ornment tliould take measures to aecure a 
full supply of genuine serum for tho people, 
whose health It Is now admitted 
it is thoir duty to a certain and very lorge 
extent to preserve. The supply of serum 
ought to be so carefully supervised chat tbe 
public would be assured of tbe gonulnoness 
of the artiolo tflfered for aalo, Tho conao 
<|uenct8 of fraud or even of oarelcssnets in 
tho production of this remedy are so serious 
that Government is justified in taking the 
utmost oare that none but tbe best prepared 
and the most severely tested article is ot 
fored for oalo. It ia important, too, that its 
price should not bo bo high aa to put it be- 
yond tho roach of the poorer claBsoa.

Tho new diphtheria remedy Is tho aubjaot 
of many articles and essays in high-class 
publications. Men of scienoe who take 
nothing for granted and who are extremely 
hard to oonvinoe are watching It* effects. 
The oonviotion baa been formed in many 
minda that anti-toiino Is a remedy that, ad 
ministered in time, ia almost a sure cure for 
diphtheria. Prinoe Kropotkin In a learned 
article on the aubjsot In tbe December num 
ber of tho NIneteonth Century, laya : 

In how lar the aorum treatment (anti-tox 
ine) may be relied upan for man Is still a 
question to berolved by ozporlmont, and upon 
which Bonx, Bihrlng, KItarato, Ehrlicb 
and all the above-named explorers, as well 
as TizzonI and Cattani, in Italy, are now 
busy at work. The brilliant successes an- 
nounced from time to time In the daily pa- 
pers must certainly be received with 
caution. But In view of the undoubted, 
though not always infallible snooesses, ob 
tained with animals, and the fair proportion 
of successful treatment with men, we can be 
hopeful. In some oases the cures 
have been most remarkable. Moreover, 
wo learn from statistics whic-h reach 
us aa wo write those lines thai Koux at 
Paris has obtained aeventy-four per ctni;. in 
throo hundred ascertained cases of diph 
thoria already treated by tho euruni ; and 
that Professor Khrlich at Beiliu h^H had 
eight y-livo per cent, of reooverien in ono 
hundred and aixty three casea treatid by tho 
now moUiod. There wi re only two failures 
out of Boventy-two caauB in whic;h soruiii was 
ir jected during tlio lirat two days of ihi 
diioaoo. Such rohulta aro more than roasaur 
lug. Tho theoretical value of thoao invoaii- 
gations ia solf-ovident. Important, points 
have been wor, and new and broader vistas 
have been opened. 

Thia Is a groat deal for a oarnful man of 
science to say who i';-.iulrea the clearoat and 
moat concluaivo proof of everything that is 
preaonted to him as fact. Other men who 
aro not bo cautious aro less reserved in the 
Btatcmcnts they make with reapeot to the 
oUicacy of the "new treatment," Her- 
man A. Biggs, in a letter to the January 
Century Magazine, writes : 

Tho results thus far obtained have 
been most reinarkable. Tbe mortal- 
ity from diphtheria in children un. 
dor five years of ago has been 
reduced by tho uoo of anti-toxino in 
suitable oafloo from !}Q to UO per cent, to 
from 10 to 20 per cent. During September 
tho mortality in tho hospitals of Berlin was 
reduced by thia treatment to II percent. 
In October the supply of anti-toxinn was ex- 
hauated, no more could bo obtained, and 
Immodialoly tho mortality inorouacd to 
nearly (iO per cent. — tho previous ralo. 

Tho inlluenco of thia agent on tho death 
rate from diphtheria In Paris constitutes, in 
my opinion, an exhibit of tho saving of life 
by a new remedy so extraordinary as to bo 
without piirnllel in tho hlatory of modiolno. 
In tho fourth week of September 
tho deaths from diphtheria In tho whole 
oity of Paris, with '2.500.000 Inhabitants, 
Dumbored only two; and in the month of 
Ootober tbe mortality for the olty to'the 
27th Inst, was only twenly-three.

Hon. Mk, Davik said ho could not see 
why there ahould bo epooi^U |pf;iflIation of 
thia nature for Nanaimo and K-jmloopa, and 
as ho would like to look into the matter to 
asoortuin if thii deaired reaidt; cannot bo 
acoompliahod in aome other way he moved 
that tho debate bo adjourned. Agreed to.

The house a gain went into committee on 
tho mining bureau bill, Mr. Sword in tho 
chair. 

An amendmoat by Hon. Col. Bakor sub- 
stituting a Provincial Mineralogist for tho 
Uaputy Miniator of Mines originally pro- 
posed to bo appointed was ogreod to. A 
brisk debate was started by Capt. Irving, 
who declared that minors have come and 
will continue to oomo to tho province with- 
out any bureau of mines, and that trails are 
more needed. He therefore moved that the 



committee rite. Mr. Kitchen supported 
this motion in such a strain as to lead Mr. 
Kellie to declare that "/or a motabiok 
representative tho member for Chillnvuok 
takes tho u.-iko." Capt. Irving's nmtinn was 
negatived, and the further clauses having 
been read and adopted the cnuimitteo rose 
and reported tho bill complete with amend- 
mouts. 

GOVBRNMENT OF CITIES 

Mk. Williams resumed the debits on tho 
motion for the second reading of tho bill re- 
specting the government ot oitics. He op- 
posed the bill as an inteiferonce with the 
rights of the citits, and declared that it 
would have been more fitting for the gov- 
ernment to have proposed a bil/ t,o delegate 
to a committeo the control of thB».tTiira of 
the province. The oiiy of Vaii<»ftver^ at 
least i« not urepared to hand over fl< oivio 
affairs to this or any other government:. .Ho 
asked the members to show their dissp 
proTal of " this encroachment on the rights 
and privileges o{ t»3 ptrp'ei'' 

Da. WalkEM puldttd J,ut tlio weakneas 
ot such argameD<: against the bill, inasniuch 
as it is merely permiasive, and can only he 
glVGh efTeot on the initiative of tho oitizans 
thomselvoB, confirmed by a vote of tho 
whole qualified electorate. Ho was in- 
clined to think, however, that the govern- 
ment would find that they are proposing to 
incur a responsibility in the appointment of 
comniiBfliouera which may not bo for their 
good from a politicjl aiaudpoinc. 

Mk. Kennkdv opposed tho b UbecaiiBO ho 
foartd that under it men from Victoria 
miyhtboetnl up to govern Vancouver or 
vice veraa. Ho believed that it is inerely 
for thii purp'iH.o of creating new oUiuta for 
polii'Ckl Inioka. 

M It. 8i:mlin thought tho principle of the 
bill iH to ask 'ho pi-(ip!e to aurronilor their 
f.-iicih 110 t nd to declare ih.a they aro uc- 
able to govern thnmaelvea. If tho people of 
any oity can bo induced to auri-ender their 
riuhto tor tho propoa'^d term of three years 
the goveruiiiout will then have them at 
their mercy. If the bill provided for a 
vote of the wholu ratepayers it would not be 
so bad, but ho thought the proposition to 
determine the manner of government on 
the vote of those merely who are entitled to 
vote on money by-laws is very dangerous. 
He objected to the bill both in principle and 
with respect to its various provisions. 

Mb Booth said this disoussioB reminded 
him of that on the proposition to appoint an 
official auditor to examine the books of 
nmniclpalittes. He had hoard tho samo old 
arijumontB then about tho invaaion of tho 
rights of the people, but tho bill passed and 
there has sicca boon no complaint. He 
thought any reasoning man would feel oon- 
vinoed that if any city does ask to have the 
provisions of the bill now before the houao 
pu' into effect the government will not bi' 
so fooliah aa to appoint " political hacka " 
or any but tho very best men who can bo 
found. Ho thought tho ver\ general con 
plaints of municipal mismanagement show 
that somo attempt to better tho plan of 
government of citioa ought to bo mnde, aud 
he accordingly favored giving the psopio the 
option provided by thia bill. 

Mil HwoKii thought the proposed change 
not in tho right direction. If tho Attorney- 
General considers that the preaent franchise 
ia too txtenaive or that the councillors 
ahould bo elected for a longer term he 
ahould Bfty ao directly, and not attempt to 
secure a remedy in ttiis indirect way. H 
thought It undesirablo that powers of this 
description should bo placed in tho hands of 
the government, »nd hoped that tho houao 
would at least try some leas radical remedy 
for the evils oomplaioed of. 

Hon. Col Raker showed that this bill is 
in no sense an inteiference with the rights 
of the people, as It can only be put into 
efl,>ct in each case by the people themselves, 
and if they do so and the result is not satis- 
factory they have the power to revert to the 
old system at the end of the term of three 
years. 

Mb Maophebsok asked any intalligent 
man who has studitd the tnnd of events of 
this century to say whether this is a pro 
grcssive meatnre; and this question he 
answered himself in the negative. Ho 
thought the propoaition that only thoso who 
have tho right to vote on money by lawo 
shall vote upon putting this bill into tfToct, 
aims at deprivlnc a hirge body of the rate- 
payera of their righla. Ho wanted to know 
whether it is the oity of Victoria or tho city 
of Nanaimo that is incapable of managing 
its own atlairs, for he felt sure it is no 
Vaocouvor. 

Cai'T. Ikvin(; considorod that tho last 
speaker did not appear to understand tho 
proviaiona of tho bill. Ho himaelf did not 
agree with everything propoaed in tlio 
moaaure, but thought it ahoul-i bo road a 
aecond time and amended aa might bo 
thf'utjht best in committee. 

Hon. Mk, Ti'knkk siid with reference to 
the reniarka of Mr. Macpheraon he would 
like to remind that gentleman that a potl- 
lion from liia own city of Vanouver, read 
to the houao only to-day, shows that at least 
Bomo of tho citi/. ub theic think that it is 
very badly misgoverned. He thought that 
it is tho opponents of tho measure who are 
really attempting to deay to the people the 
right to tho full exaroise of their powers, for 
the bill provides the people with a remedy 
if they come to tho conclusion that their 
city io niifgoverned. Ho pointed out tho 
difTorence between the position of a oity and 
that of the province, and quoted tho remark 
ao often made by the late leader of tho op- 
position that a city is just like a joint stock 
company, where those who own ilio aharca 
have the right to auy what liabilitica they 
shall incur. Itia tho owneru who really 
form the permanent .nunicipuliiy. Ho 
thought it very evident ilut tlio gont'jemon 
oppoaitn aeo a groat cieal that ia good 
in the ii'l, but that ao the result of a great 
many c»ui!US'j8 they think itbaab toopposuit 
bocaUBO it has been introduced by the gov- 
ernment. In doing so thsy oppose granting 
to tho people of tho cities of tho province 
t'lo right to Bay that they shall ha governed 
in whatev or way they desire. Ho thought 
the very faot of having an act like that pro- 
poaed on the statute book would have a 
salutary efifeot on the members of city coun- 
cil» 

Mil. RiTHKT had much pleaeuro in eup 
porting tho bill, though he thought that in 
committee there might be amendments 
mado with advantage in one or two re 
apects. Ho did not see why the bill should 
bo coaaidered as injuriour, beoause it is en- 
tirely optional ; and he did not see either 
why cities might not be well governed by 
commissioners. He thought anyone bavirg 
knowledge of the subject will admit 
that oitfzens of position and abil- 
ity often sacrifice their own inter 
cats in response to the rrquesta 
of their friends that they shall enter tho 
municipal counoils. From his own expcr- 
irnce he thought a mistako was mado when 
tho system of electing councillors for vory- 
ing terms was changed and singlo year terms 
wore bubatitutod Instead. Whoa ho was 
Mayor of Victoria ho found that it took him 
nearly the whole of tho year to thoroughly 
post himaolf upon tho affairs supposed to bo 
under hia control, and it was therefore with 
much regret that on account of other press- 
ing buainosB ho v/as not In a posi- 
tion to como forward for election ft r 
a aocond term. Ho thought there aro many 
good men who ontor municipal councils in 
the publio interest to tho sacrifice of their 
own who would gladly gee (be government 



of cities pass into the bands of commission- 
era. At aU events he was prepared to vote 
f.'T tho s^ajind reading of this bill making 
tho matter .opAonal trith the people them- 
selves. 

Mk C&rto.v opposed the bill in principle, 
and particularly the clause providing tbat 
only a limited number of tho electorate are 
to have the right to say whether or not it 
shall be put into operation. Ho declared 
that not even ih« promoters of tho bill aay 
that there has been any request for it from 
the people, by petition or otherwise. He 
thought that none of those who advocate 
the bill will say that any of the electors have 
asked for it. 

Hon. Mb Xubnbb— A great many people 
have asked me. 

Mb Cotton oontMued that he noticed 
the senior member for Victoria bad not 
asserted that the people have asked foe the 
bilL 

Mr Bi.TIIET —There have been no petitions 
against it. 

'JoTTON dooiared that tlie peoplo of 
Vancouver in publio meotlOfJ ftssemblea 
have aaid that they want nothing to do with 
tho bill ; that Weatminster ia against it, 
and that no steps have been taken in Na- 
naimo to secure an expression of opinion up, 
on the measure. Ho hoped that the gov- 
ernment would withdraw the bill, or that if 
it came to a voie it would bo defeated. 

Mr MoSiiKOOR said that the people ot 
Nanaimo b«ve paid very little attention to 
this bill, and having been very fortunate in 
tbeir city oouncila the people there are not 
likely to ask for it to be put into effect. He 
did not see, however, that the bill will do 
any harm if put upon the statute books. 
Perhaps the number of fifty, upon whoso pe- 
tition un election under the proposed act 
may be held, is too small, and ho thought 
that in committee lihisroay well bo incroaaed 
to twenty-five per cent, of the ratepayers. 

Mk Kidd asked if the bill would not 
have the I ll'jot of weakening tho poopl j in 
their capauily for self government, and pro- 
vent ibtiii from maturing the power in that 
n apeor. to which tho English speaking races 
are attaining, lljlioving that it would have 
thia etfecn lie would voto agiiint it.

Caraculo is uow mado up so 
light that it is not heavier than ordina- 
ry cloth. This fm- is fashioned not ouly 
into jaclcots, but iuto capes, coats aud 
skirts. One of the newest models in fur 
wraps is a three-quarter circular cape 
with a hood and turndown collar. 
Capes aud jackets divide popular favor 
equally, and there aro many quite uow 
ideas in capes. In one model which 
reached well below the waist a second 
■ capo started only from tho shoulders 
and not from tho neck, as horotoforo. It 
was too deep to ho merely a frill and 
reached almost to tho elbows. A longer 
model displayed a capo gathered full 
over tlie siioulders, with a turudown col- 
lar, just as cloth capos have been worn 
during tho past three years.

The present faahionablo etching work 
is in reality only a kind of pen aud ink 
drawing, chiefly iu outlines, without 
much etVort at shading. Iu this respect 
it must always dilTorfrom crayou draw- 
ing, since the ink would be certain to 
run and blot if shading woro attempted, 
thus spoiling tho whole effect of tho de- 
sign. 

Tho silk need.s no preparation, except 
that it should bo well stretched, so as 
to present an unyielding surface. The 
best waj- to do tliis is to take a piece of 
wooil and placo a sheet of cardboard 
over it. and tho silk on top of that, 
which may bo fastened down with draw- 
ing pins or tacks. India ink will work 
very nicely and also liquid cobalt aud 
Vandyke brown. Fineorow quills, gloss 
pons or gold pens will bo the best to 
etch with. In beginning tho piece lot 
tho shape bo marked out and thou pro- 
ceed to tho etching with a steady but 
light tonob, for if yon bear on too hard 
tho ink will be apt to run, and thus tho 
delicate character of tho drawings will 
bo injured. 

Beautiful fans may bo prepared in 
this way, aud tho owners of liandsonie 
carved ivory fans can havo them recov- 
ered witli ono of those etched designs, 
making them equal to now at a very 
small expense. To do a fan lot tho 
shape be marked and thoii cut it out, 
using any colored sillj you may choose, 
btit for colored silk use only India ink.

Washinqion, Jan. 3.— It ia the belief of 
offioials in a position to know the status of 
I GfAlra between Japan and China, that Japan 
will declare the peace nef;otiationa off unleaa 
China haatena them. There is Incresaiog 
irritation on the part of Japan over the 
delaya in proaentiogdefinile proposals. More 
than a month haa paaaed sine? it wua agreed 
that a tender of peace conditions would bo 
CDuaidorcd by Japan, and yet tho couditions 
hivo not boon offered, and there ia no doubt 
oa to China'8 plonipotontiariea having tho 
riyht to make any final offers. Already tho 
Japanese governmont la Inclining to tho un- 
animoua demand of the native press to mako 
far greater domnnds than wore conlemplat 
ed whon the poaco negotiations began. At 
that time tho general undoratanding was 
that the basis bt peace would bo a cash in 
demnity ond tho indepondtnoa of Koroa 
Now, howovor, thero is an intimation that 
Jipan may no longer ttcoopt tho two condi- 
tions as proposed, but may inaibt also on 
China's coding cxtoneivo torritoriec, This 
annexation sentiment is universal.

In effect he 
asked the government to grant the Army 
10,000 ao.'ea of land upon whioh to place 
ooloniata, on the lines of the plan which the 
Army am pursuing. The government heard 
what the General and membora of his BtafI 
who were with him had to aay, and pro- 
miaed to aend him tholr answer in a few 
daya. ^ ^ 

■ THK CHRISTIANITY OF CHRIST ' 

(J«noraI Booth's Address in the Metropolitan 
Church Yestiirday Afternoon—'* The 
Necesdlty of Sacrlflce." 

At ■'! o'clock in the afternoon the General 
addroBseil ii. 1 irgu congregation in tho 
Metrop.-)liti»u Moihoitiafc church. Tho con- 
gregation appliuded by clapping their 
handa as the Gfneral Wilkod to tho plat 
form with Cd. Lvwley, ADC, Major 
Malan, Rev. P. M-F M*ol«od, Kov. Sol- 
omon Cleaver ond Rev. Mr. H.ill. 

■• C BAnsing for Me" was the hymn the 
General gave out, reading each verse and 
m iking lictio comments upon it. The brasB 
band accompauied the singing, and once 
whon ibey started up a little before General 
Houth had fiaithod, Col. Ltwley turned 
round huighing baying, " Well you are fine 
organiute Juat wait till he geta tfarongh." 

Mil] ir UjkUn with a atrong Italian accent 
and grout o rnetlnees oflfered a prayer for 
nioro powfr to do good. Aa be finished, 
Col. Liwley atartod up " Give Mo a Heart 
Like Thine," tho aoldiera singing it ou their 
knees. 

" Ijord wo pray Theo to answer that 
prayer" went ou Col. Lawley. " Amen 1 " 
thoutod the Army, and tho Colonel proceed- 
ed to proy that tho people might bj given 
heur'H of sympulhy. 

" He Loved u I'uor Sinner Like Me," w»a 
aung by Col. Lawley and Major Mulan, tho 
ohorui — '.ho lutio being like " Poor Old 
Robioson Cruaoe," — with an accompaniment 
of hand clapping by tho soldiers. 

The colleciinii came next, Col. Lnvley ex- 
plaining i hat if thero was any money over 
•iftor paying expenaea it would remain hero 
to help save ihia part of the world. 

General Booili read a few voraoa from St. 
Paul's epistle to the Romans, oommonting 
apoo it as he road. A favorite attitude of 
the General is to placo his handa behind 
him or one hand on hia hip and eee-taw 
gently baok and forth on hia foot against 
the desk in front of him. Ha took up aa hia 
subject for tho uf ;ernoon tho " Christianity 
of CoriiV" What was the Christianity of 
Christ ? Now they all set store on tbe aub- 
jeot of Chriatianity 

" You'll have to take that child out," he 
suddenly exclaimed aa a baby atarted up a 
howl. " If I brought a oUild to oburoh I'd 
bring a good battle with me." (Liughter ) 

The speaker went on to give hia viewa on 
Chriatianity. Supposing that a couple of 
Inhabitants of Mara oame down to-day to 
Victoria to obtain in as few words as poasi- 
bio a definition of Chriatianity what would 
be done with those two creatures and how 
could they bo mado to understand? What 
ho would do would be to tell them to go to 
Jeaua Christ and gather from hia life and 
teaohinga what Chriatianity really waa. II 
they wanted o man to learn Mohummodiu- 
Ism they would tell him to road the Koran. 
Juat BO if thoy wanted to know about 
Christianity they muat go to Jeans Christ 
himaolf. To te a Christian was lo bo a 
Christ man — to reaomblo Christ himaolf. 
If a man or woman did not at all resomblo 
Christ In their charaotora how could thoy bo 
Chriatians ? Tho way to salvation was very 
eaay if a man wanted to find it. Any time 
a man came to tho conviction that he waa on 
tho road to hell, that hia professions of 
religion are only a sham, that ho ia a roli- 
giouB humbug, all ho had to do waa to ro- 
uouoce bis evil ways and hold up hie hands 
and ask Christ Jesua to save him. What 
distioguiahea tho Christian ia that ho poa- 
aeasea tbe spirit of Christ. Except a man be 
converted and become aa a little child he 
oannot enter the Kingdom of Heaven in 
Victoria or anywhere elae. 

People had asid it aeemed atrangs to hear 
the frequent abouta of *' hallelujah ! " Well, 
perhapa It waa atrange, but he waa sure 
if a m*a did not feel hallolujih 
ho could not abont hallelujah. 
To bo a Christian supposes the poasessiou of 
tho c'jaraoter of Christ. Everything in na- 
ture acted out its own nature. There waa a 
bird nature, a lish nature and other kinds. 
Vou could not gut a fish to bii up in a tree 
and biag That woul i be agninst ita nature. 
N iw it wiis just so wilh Chriatiana. Thoy 
must have aunio of tho nai ure of Cnriat 
ICvury man had, as they all know, ono rul- 
ing pivnsion. One man lived to get money, 
ho thought about it oix days of the week 
and a good pirt of tho seventh. Ho meant 
to bo gonti by and by, but juat now 
" moniy '." that was tho ruling passion. 
Anothei 'a ruling piseiou was pleaeuro. Then 
thero was tho woman who wanted to be 
thought tho loveliest and boat dreaaed wo- 
man in Victoria, and then thero waa tho 
man who thought more of appearancoa than 
of what was right. What waa Chriat'a pas- 
sion, his ruling paaoion '.' " To savo souls." 
(Anion.) Tha', waa what brought Him down 
on earth. Why Ho never would have been 
tho Christ unless He had come dotvn on 
eaath to save ainnera. It waa not 
till it was pointed out to Him that a sacrifice 
was neoeaaary, and He sprang to cfldr Him- 
aalf at tbe altar that He came to be tbe 
Christ. Before that He was the Son of God 
and without Bin Himaelf« bat that did not 
make Him a Chriatian. Juat ao with men. 
Unleaa I hey sacrificed themaelven to help 
their fellow men thoy could not bo Chris- 
tiana. " It must be not only a sentiment 
and a thought, but an act," ctolaimed tho 
spotker, with an emphatic blow of his hand 
ou tho ciesk. Ho next drow a picture of tho 
trials iliat Christ had to auffor on earth, 
and went on to Bay that men and women 
could not ahrink bock from tho fight and 
agony and yot bo Chriatiane. They could 
not send someone olao, lliey had to go them- 
Bolvea. Chriat was victorioua over hell, 
and Christians must also bu vicoriouB 
There wore people in thia church who had 
never been aaved. Lot them aak God 
Almighty to givo them a now hoart and a 
now apirlt and lot Him forgive them. 

Then folding hia hands and loaning com- 
fortably over nis doak tho speaker aasumed 
a confidential tone and pub buforo his audi- 
ence thopleasuroa of salvation, appealing to 
his hoarcrs to givo themaolvca to Christ. 

Major Malan having prayed, tho General 
stood up and said : " Now, I don't want to 
cloaa up thia mooting without giving anyone 
who wants to be aaved a oheuioa to aay to. 



Now mako a bold rush," he went on, " the 
aisles are clear ; there's a nice carpet here — 
wheru'd that bjckslider'i" 

C-il Lawley took the Goneral'a place at 
tbe dei-U and besought the penitent to come 
forward, " I hear Thy welcome voice," 
struck up the Colonel, and tho soldiers 
chimed in. 

One Salvition lass presently came up ond 
koelb at tbe foot of the plalf jrm, and in a 
moment mo'e h man took his plaoe beaide 
her. Finally there were five down at the 
front. -. 

"That's right, there's fife,'*, said tbe Gen- 
eral, " where'a tbe sixth! Keep right on. 
Colonel," he aaid with a ■tap.^on the top of 
the bead of that offioer, wne was praying 
with all hia power. 

"O the Blood of J esai" to the tnne of 

Bye baby, bye " was sung and then one 
hymn followed another and tinally the meet- 
leg oloaed with the,benediotion. 

At half paat aix the Army held a meeting 
at the Chinese mission, General Booth 
taking the leading part. 



THE SALVATION AEtfY. 

General Booth Tells About Its Ulse and Fro- 
grcsB. 

The Kiao and Progreaa of the Salvation 
Army was the subject of Goni.'ral Booth's 
addreaa in the Metropolitan Methodist 
church in Ihe evening la apito of tho 
heavy nnowfall and tho alnioat irnpaeeu\>'o 
condition of the atreera, the Urge uburoh 
waa filled and nearly fivo hurdrod people 
who camo late were unable lo gain admis- 
sion, 

Boaides tho General, Commandant Booth, 
Col. Lawley, Rev. 8. Cleaver, Adjutant 
Archibald, Mrs. <Msj)r) Reld, of Winnipeg, 
uud several ofiScera ot the Army had aeais 
on the plattorm. Adjutant Archibald made 
all the arrangements for thd visit and car- 
ried out the plan of campaign exceedingly 
well. 

To begin tbe prooeediuga wore prayers by 
Commandant Booth and Mrs (.Vlajar) Roid, 
with hymne and a duet by Cot. Lawley and 
Mujor Malun, followed by mnalc by the 

hand. 

Kov. S. Cleaver welcomed General Booth 
as a follow worker for Chriat, General 
Booth, by tho work be had done for ihi up- 
lifting of hia followa, had built a monumout 
more enduring than ono of grruito. 

In his opening remarUa General Boo!h 
B.iid ho would rather bo grappling with tho 
conecieecia of the ungodly than talking in 
the abstract of tho organi/.nion ; noverthc- 
loaa thero waa a chance ot doing some aec- 
vico in this way, as ho might \>^ romoviDi4 
aomo prejudice, gaining ovdr friends to tho 
cause or encouraging sumoono lo work harder 
for the Lord. Whon he looked baok fifty years 
and taw himself ft lad precocious in nothing 
but wickoduesa, and now saw how Uod hud 
made uao of him, ho felt that perhaps aomo 
young man or some young woman might to- 
night be led to oonaccration to Christ. The 
Salvation Army, he sometimes felt, waa 
bnrn in him when he waa born into the 
army tf Chriut. Ho found salvation — ho 
hardly know how it came about. He had 
folt when a boy that he had to cave in somo 
time, and so he did oavo iu. Ho j'^ined tho 
church, but never felt happy till he had 
made reatltution for a boyith wrong he bad 
oommitted. Then tbe olottda rolled away 
from his mind, and he felt himself saved. 
Immediately after hia oonveralon he 
atarted out to seek the aalvation 
of o:hera. He went down to the 
lowest parts of the town in which he waa 
born and atarted what proved to be a minia- 
ture Salvation Army. What had atrnok 
him waa the distinct separation of the church 
world from tho othor worlds. Tbe church 
world knew nothing about the drunkard's 
world, the gambler's world — the outside 
world He had mado every effort to get at 
this outaide world ; ho had wandered about 
the country striving to save souls, and had 
at Icng'h come to tho I', ist End of London. 
He had not intended lo atop thoro, but the 
wickedness of it struck hia soul. The gin 
palaces, tho drunkarda, tho fallen womon, 
the variety and extent of crime and the 
crowds of people indiUerent to God and 
oternlty, were «Uown him. Ho waa 
told that within a radius cf 
mile thero were a million people aa 
groat hoathena aa any in tho continent of 
Africa. Ho felt that here waa virgin soil 
and there waa no uao in wandering when ha 
had such a rich field of labor. He conse 
crated himsslt to the work and that waa tho 
way the Salvation Army began. How was 
ho to reach the people ho was deac.-ibing 
There was no fund behind him to draw 
upon, but he bad one healing balsam to dis 
tribute ; he could teach the aalvation of ihc 
gospel of God. If he could only uei the 
prodigal to go home to hia father's hoaaa 
there was plenty for him there. 

If a man only got his relations right with 
Jehovah be would aoon be ablu to ulotho 
himself and feed himself. All hia property 
uhen waa only an old rotten lent in u 
(>^»ker'a burial ground. That was hia tab- 
((rixai'le and it waa blown down in a storm. 
Then ho had tho cathedral — tho blue sky — 
ubovQ him. (Hallelujah) What waa ho 
to givo thoae people. What thoy 
wanted waa not eermons, but aomo- 
thing to do, sjrnething to oat. 
Ho knew it ho could only get thoao people 
lo look uud keu[) on looking at the galea 
that lead to tbo bot'.cnilcsi pit tliey would 
want lo get away from it and go tlio other 
way if thiy only saw tho gat en of Hou' 
and tho oulatro'ched arma ( f ('hrist. Tho 
unifurma, tho banners, tho drunia and <juaint 
mothoda of tho Army all grew cut of the 
roaolution that thoao people inuat bo made 
to hear. A great many people thought that 
he waa only un ambitious man who wanted 
notoriety and to got into that place aupposod 
to bo next to tlio millonium — the nows- 
papors. They thought that ho hud rcoolvod 
to kick up a hullabaloo and would nuitch 
about with hU people and make a fuaa ao 
that be would float into notoriety. It was 
not that idea that Itflueoced him, but aim 
ply to get at the hearts of the people. At 
the outset a few Christians gathered around 
him, but they found It was not a very plea 
aant thing to march throngh mnd and have 
anowballs— some of them with stones in 
them — thrown at them. And whon they 
found that hardest thing for au ICnglishman 
to face — ridicule — theao friends molted 
away. Howovor, he had hia family lo fall 
baok on, and the Salvation Army had grown 
up to what ic was to-day. It waa really 
ouly fourteen years oinco they wore organ 
iz3d aa an arn)y, though tho movement 
atartod twenty-nine years ago. Hut taking 
it at twenty nine ycure, that was only i 
very abort time in tho history of nny organ 
i/.ation. 

Tho Salvation Army had grown till now it 
spread over -12 countries. Thoy hud not 
yet been able to got into Russia, hut they 
had got at somo Rueaiuna out of Rueaia, and 
the tlrno would como whon thoy would get 
into that country. In India in the last 18 
months no leas than 17 idol temples had 
been turned ovor to tho Salvation Army. 
(Praiao God,). Thoro were in tho Army 
10,600 oflioora, constituting an orcraoization 
whioh could efTectually unite against the 
foe. They wore people whoso Ideal it was 
to deal with the lowest forma of vice, who 
sought not only thoao who needed them but 
those who needed thnm most, Tho Army 
did not come in confiiot with the oburoh, 
lb enoroBobed on no one else's ground.

If imitation waa tho sinoereat form 
of flattery tho Army waa highly lUttored, 
for thero were many Imitators — oven in 
Japan there waa an Iniitation army. Salva- 
tion Army moaaurea had even been imitated 
by many of Ihe churcbea. He rejilcod that 
the growth had not been at tho expense of 
any other organi/,ktlon working for tbo 
glory of God. 

If thoy wanted to see Cbriat's kingdom 
stretch from shore to shore and tho fifteen 
hundred million people of the earth 
walking in Hia wayx they had to 
keep working. It was a delusion to 
suppose that there were less heathen 
to-day than ever there were ; it was the 
very reverse. If tho churobea and° peoplo 
would only rouse up and work with all their 
hearts what might we not see even in our 
time ! There were four things neoeaaary.
